- The  County  Council  has  4 reserved  beds 
(3  male  and  1 female)  in  the  Ipswich  Sanatorium,  and  additional 
beds  are  engaged  as,  and  when  required,  at  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing 
Hospital,  Margate  ; Papworth  Colony,  Cambridge;  Eversfield  Chest 
Hospital,  Sto  Leonards-on-Sea,  at  the  Bramblewood  Sanatorium,  Holt, 
Kelling  Sanatorium,  Holt,  Creaton  Sanatorium,  Northampton,  and  Man- 
field  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Northampton.

There  is  a motor  ambulance  in  connection  with  the  Joint 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Ely,  which  is  used  for  the  conveyance  of 
infectious  cases  ; non-infectious  cases  and  accidents  are  con- 
veyed to  hospital  in  a motor  ambulance  which  was  in  the  first 
instance  made  available  for  use  in  the  District  by  the  generosity/ 
of  the  late  Mr.PoL.Harlocko

The  boundaries  of  these  Associations  are  so  arranged  that  no 
part  of  the  area  is  unprovided  for  so  far  as  midwifery  or  maternity 
services  are  concerned. 

The  Cambs  and  Isle  of  Ely  Division  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  maintain  an  Orthopaedic  Clinic  in  Ely;  the  sessions  are  held 
at  the  Central  Hall,  Ely  on  Thursdays.  Dr.  Roderick  the  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon  from  Addenbrooke ^ s Hosptial,  Cambridge  attends  this  Clinic 
on  the  2nd  Thursday  11  a.m.  to  4 p.m.  and  on  the  4th  Thursday  1 p.m. 
to  4 p.m., of  each  month. 
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Public  Health  Officers  of  the  District  Council. 


These  consist  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  a 
part-time  official,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  wholly 
employed  by  the  Council;  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  possesses 
the  Diploma  of  Public  Health,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  the 
Diploma  of  the  Sanitary  Institute. 

Laboratory  Worl  . 


Samples  of  sputum  and  sv/abs  from  cases  of  suspected  diphtheria 
are  examined  and  reported  on  free  of  charge  to  the  practitioners 
by  Dr  .Y/.Henwood  Harvey,  37,  Green  Street,  Cambridge,  and  antitoxin 
is  issued  gratis  in  cases  of  diphtheria. 


Legislation  in  Force. 


The  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  was  adopted 
on  9th  October,  1919,  and  byelaws  relating  to  Tents  and  Vans  were 
brought  into  force  on  15th  January,  19S0. 

Section  39,  40^  41  and  42  of  the  Public  Health  -acts  Amendment 
Act,  1907,  were  adopted  to  apply  to  the  Parish  of  Little port,  and 
came  into  operation  on  5th  November,  1928 


The  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Part  III. 


Sanitary  provisions,  with  the  exception  of  Sections  39  and 
40  and  Part  IV,  relating  to  verminous  persons,  were  adopted  and 
came  into  operation  on  9th  January,  1929. 


SANITARY  CIRCm/lS  TANGES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY^ 

At  all  times  throughout  the  year  there  has  been  an  abundant 
supply  of  pure  water  available  in  all  parts  of  the  Rural 
District  and  with  the  further  several  small  main  extensions  put 
in  hand  it  might  be  said  that  the  entire  population  of  the 
District  is  now  supplied.  Occupants  of  the  few  dwellings  remote- 
ly situated  can  avail  themselves  of  supplies  from  standpipes 
conveniently  placed.

SANITiiRY  CIRCmiSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA,(cntd). 
Drainage  and  Sewerage. 


Drainage  of  most  of  the  villages  in  the  area  is  effected 
by  drains  v/hich  receive  house  drainage  and  also  the  surface 
water  from  adjoining  high?mys.  The  larger  villages  have  sewers, 
similarly  used  in  the  main  streets.  In  all  villages  the  effluent 
passes  untreated  into  fen  ditches.  These  ditches  are  regularly 
cleansed. 


Closet  Accommodationi 

The  pail  system  is  general  in  all  villages,  but  some  pit 
privies  remain.  Water  carriage  is  adopted  in  the  Town  area  of 
Littleport,  and  in  other  villages  ?/here  sewers  are  available. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  Council  undertake  the  removal  ?/eekly  of  household  refuse 
in  the  special  lighting  area  of  Littleport  Parish.  Refuse  is 
deposited  on  waste  land.  The  cleansing  of  cesspools,  ashpits, 
privies  and  earth  closets  is  done  by  the  occupiers  in  all  Parishes. 

Rivers  and  Watercourses. 


These  are  polluted  with  water  from  the  fen  drains.  No 
action  has  been  necessary  during  the  year.

Sanitary  Accommodation.  - At  Littleport  Town  Schools  and 
at  the  Schools  at  Haddenham,  Y/ilburton  and  Stretham  Infants, 
water  closets  are  connected  to  the  sewers.  Coveney  School  has 
water  closets,  a septic  tank  being  provided  for  all  drainage* 
The  pail  system  is,  with  two  exceptions,  the  method  throughout 
the  remaining  Schools  in  the  area. 


H 0 U S I N G. 

Substantial  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  towards 
the  removal  of  insanitary  dwellings  and  an  appreciable  number  of 
persons  living  in  unfit  houses  will,  it  is  anticipated^  during 
1938,  be  rehoused  under  schemes  actually  in  progress  and  under 
contracts  let  at  the  close  of  the  year*  As  indicated  in  my  last 
Report,  it  is  not  considered  possible  to  remove  all  slum  type 
dwellings  in  any  limited  period.  The  progress  maintained  by  the 
Council  in  rehousing  persons  to  be  displaced  as  a result  of  action 
taken  under  the  Housing  Acts  is  satisfactory.  Any  greater  rate 
of  progress  would,  it  is  believed,  tax  the  resources  of  local 
industry  to  that  point  when  economic  prices  can  no  longer  be 
obtained.  Difficulty  has,  I understand,  already  been  experienced 
in  securing  competitive  prices. 

Persons  displaced  under  the  Littleport  (Victoria  Street) 
Clearance  Order  have  been  rehoused  in  dwellings  erected  by  the

INSPECTION  iiND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


(a)  Milk  Supply  - Farm,  cov^sheds  and  dairy  premises 
(registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926)  have  been 
periodically  inspected  throughout  the  year*  Improvements  in 
buildings  and  equipment  continue  to  be  effected  on  many  farms, 
especially  the  larger  class.  There  are  now  eight  dairy  farms, 
the  occupiers  of  which  hold  Produceis*  Licenses  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Order,  1936.  Five  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 
and  in  most  cases  were  satisfactory*  Eleven  visits  to  dairies 
used  for  cheese  making  ?/ere  made  during  the  j^ear.  There  are  three 
premises  so  used,  and  their  sanitary/"  condition  is  satisfactory. 

(b)  Meat  ~ No  regular  inspection  of  meat  is  undertaken. 

Visits  to  the  registered  and  licenced  slaughterhouses  were 
frequently  made  throughout  the  year,  the  premises  generally  being 
found  in  satisfactory  condition. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 


?\[e  have  not  been  quite  so  fortunate  this  year  in  the  matter 
of  infectious  disease  as  in  1936,  77  cases  in  all  having  been 
notified.  The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  has  gone  up  from 
25  in  1936  to  39  in  1937,  and  in  addition,  there  has  been  an  out- 
break of  diphtheria  amongst  the  school  children  in  Littleport, 
amounting  to  21  cases.

OTHER  DISEASES . ( cntd ) . 


Tliirty-six  of  the  scarlet  fever  cases,  and  all  the 
diphtheria  cases  v\/ere  treated  in  hospital. 

In  order  to  check  the  spread  of  diphtheria  amongst  the 
school  children  a campaign  of  immunisation  was  begun  a.nd  352  out 
of  a total  of  470  children  were  injected,  two  doses  were  given 
to  each  child  with  a month  interval  between  the  doses.  Very 
little  trouble  was  experienced  in  giving  the  injections  and  no 
reactions  v^ere  caused  either  by  the  first  or  second  doses.  The 
result  in  checking  the  spread  of  the  disease  was  good,  no  new 
cases  being  notified  after  November  22nd;  the  first  doses  were 
given  on  either  the  12th  or  15th  November,  and  the  second  on 
either  the  14th  or  16th  December.  Belova  are  the  figures  in 
detail : 

Littleport  Boys ^ School  No.  on  roll  207  Injected  123 

Littleport  Girls’  School  No.  on  roll  130  Injected  130 

Littleport  Infants’  School  No.  on  roll  133  Injected  79 

The  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  of  a mild  type  and  caused 

no  anxiety  as  to  their  treatment;  they  occurred  at  the  beginning 
and  end  of  the  year,  13  occurring  from  January  to  April,  and  26 
from  September.  They  were  distributed  as  follows:  Littleport  15, 
Sutton  2,  Wilburton  2,  Downham_  11,  Burnt  Fen  4,  Pymore  2,  , 

Witchford  2 and  Redmere  1. 

No  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  notified  and  for  this  we 
must  be  thankful  in  view  of  the  experiences  of  other  parts  of  the 
country;  no  suspicion  attaches  to  the  source  of  the  water-supply. 
Samples  for  analysis  from  the  bore  holes  have  been  taken  from  time 
to  time  and  this  will  be  continued  in  the  future;  a search  will  be 
carried  out  in  the  near  future  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  bore 
holes  in  order  to  bo  perfectly  certain  that  no  possible  sources 
of  contamination  of  the  supply  exist  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood 4 

No  measures  have  been  taken  to  provide  artificial 
immunisation  against  scarlet  fever. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1925,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  or  for  the  treatment 
of  persons  suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury  to  the  eyes. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  Section  62  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1925.
